Additionally,  he  held  appointments  to 
Children’s  Hospital  of  Philadelphia, 
Graduate  Hospital,  Pennsylvania 
Hospital,  Presbyterian-University 
of  Pennsylvania  Medical  Center,  and 
Veterans  Administration  Medical 
Center. 

As  a  past  member  of  the 
National  Institute  of  Neurological 
and  Communicative  Disorders  and 
Stroke’s  (NINCDS)  Program  Advi¬ 
sory  Committee  and  its  Advisory 
Council,  Dr.  Snow  is  well  acquainted 
with  the  structure  and  policies  of  the 
National  Institutes  of  Health.  He 
brings  his  vast  experience  in  medicine 
and  research  to  the  new  Institute.

Congress  Appropriates  $119  Million  to  NIDCD 


On  November  21, 1989,  President 
George  Bush  signed  the  Labor-HHS 
Appropriations  Bill  (Public  Law 
101-166).  Included  in  the  Bill  was 
Congress’  recommendation  of  $119 
million  for  FY’90  for  the  National 
Institute  on  Deafness  and  Other 

Communication  Disorders. 

This  figure  represents  an 
increase  of  25.5%  over  the  FY’89 
allocation  (the  largest  non-AIDS  per¬ 
centage  increase  of  all  the  Institutes 
under  the  National  Institutes  of 
Health),  and  emphasizes  Congress’ 
strong  commitment  to  the  communi¬ 
cative  disorders  program. 

We  are  tremendously  indebted 
to  the  tireless  efforts  of  Senator  Tom 
Harkin  of  Iowa  (Chairman  of  the 
Senate  Appropriations  Subcommit¬ 
tee),  and  Senator  Arlen  Specter  of 
Pennsylvania  (Minority  Chairman  of 
the  Senate  Appropriations  Subcom¬ 
mittee)  whose  wisdom  and  guidance 
were  instrumental  in  securing  a 
strong  financial  base  for  the  NIDCD. 


Congressman  William  Natcher 
of  Kentucky  (Chairman  of  the  House 
Appropriations  Subcommittee)  and 
Congressman  Silvio  Conte  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  (Minority  Chairman  of  the 
House  Appropriations  Subcommit¬ 
tee)  were  equally  supportive  in  their 
efforts  to  increase  funding  to  this 
long-neglected  area  of  scientific 
investigation.  We  want  to  partic¬ 
ularly  express  our  gratitude  to  them.

Friends  of  NIDCD  Established! _ 

With  the  establishment  of  the  National  Institute  on  Deafness  and  Other- 
Communication  Disorders  on  October  28, 1988,  the  need  to  create  an  organi¬ 
zation  whose  function  would  be  to  support  expanded  development  of  its 
research  and  training  programs  was  evident. 

Efforts  to  establish  the  Friends  of  NIDCD  as  a  non-profit  organization 
were  initiated  in  February,  1989,  and  formally  acknowledged  by  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service  in  December,  1989.  Our  Mission  Statement  is  as  follows: 

Friends  of  NIDCD  promotes  public  awareness  about  disorders  of  hearing,  bal¬ 
ance,  speech,  language,  voice,  taste,  smell,  and  touch.  The  quality  of  life  for  33  mil¬ 
lion  Americans  is  significantly  lowered  because  socialization  and  interaction  with 
family,  friends,  and  the  entire  community  can  be  profoundly  limited.  Additionally, 
job  opportunities  are  severely  restricted. 

Friends  of  NIDCD  supports  expanded  development  of  research  and  training  for 
the  National  Institute  on  Deafness  and  Other  Communications  Disorders,  provides 
public  education  about  issues  before  Congress,  and  promotes  exchange  of  informa¬ 
tion  among  members.  Contact  groups  include:  physicians,  parents,  the  elderly, 
schools  for  the  hearing-impaired,  educators,  communication  disorders  profes¬ 
sionals,  organizations,  volunteers,  and  communicatively  impaired  individuals.

INMEMORIAM 


Profile: 


On  May  30, 1989,  our  Nation  was  saddened  to  lose  one  of  its  leading 
statesmen,  Congressman  Claude  Denson  Pepper.  Mr.  Pepper  championed  the 
rights  of  all  people  in  three  critical  areas  of  society:  civil  and  human  rights, 
the  needs  of  the  elderly  and  underprivileged,  and  equitable  health  care. 

His  dedication  to  helping  those  afflicted  with  devastating  health  disor¬ 
ders  is  particularly  visible  at  the  National  Institutes  of  Health  in  Bethesda, 

MD.  As  Sponsor  or  Co-Sponsor  of  12  of  the  13  Institutes,  Mr.  Pepper  has  been 
hailed  as  the  “legislative  father”  of  the  NIH.  On  May  10, 1989,  as  a  result  of  an 
Act  of  Congress,  Building  31  (which  houses  the  National  Institute  on  Deafness 
and  Other  Communication  Disorders)  was  appropriately  christened  the 
"Claude  Denson  Pepper  Building.” 

We  pay  tribute  to  this  remarkable  man,  without  whom  the  NIDCD  would 
not  have  been  created;  and  we  strive  to  carry  on  the  legacy  he  has  entrusted 
to  our  care. 


So  many  of  you  have  had  an 
opportunity  to  talk  with  Rosemary 
Davis  on  the  phone  that  we  thought 
you  might  like  to  know  her  better. 
Rosemary  holds  a  Master  of  Science 
degree  in  Audiology  from  Gallaudet 
University  and  is  a  Member  of  both  the 
American  Academy  of  Audiology  and 
the  American  Speech-Language- 
Hearing  Association.  Her  professional 
appointments  have  included  Assistant 
Professor  of  Audiology  at  Temple  Uni¬ 
versity  Hospital  Health  Sciences  Cen¬ 
ter  in  Philadelphia  and  Coordinator  of 
Audiology  at  the  Cincinnati  Speech 


and  Hearing  Center.  She  brings  excel¬ 
lent  management,  organizational,  and 
research  skills  to  the  “Friends,”  as  well 
as  an  extensive  background  in  devel¬ 
oping  educational  and  clinical  uses  for 
microcomputers. 

In  evaluating  her  role  as  Director 
of  Research,  Ms.  Davis  remarked,  "The 
greatest  rewards  in  life  are  received 
when  people  lend  their  strength  and 
puipose  to  the  achievement  of  an  ideal 
whose  roots  are  firmly  anchored  in 
promoting  a  better  quality  of  life  for  all 
men.

Constituents  Gather  for  a  Day  on  Capitol  Hill _ 

On  April  10, 1989,  representatives  from  a  variety  of  deafness  and  conimu- 

House  Legislative  Assistants  of  the  Budget  and  Appropriations  Committees. 

Participants  represented  groups  such  as  the  Friends  of  NIDCD,  Vestibular 
Disorders  Association  of  America,  American  Tinnitus  Association,  Washington 
Metropolitan  Area  Tinnitus  Self  Help  Group,  Delaware  Valley  Tinnitus  Asso¬ 
ciation,  Staten  Island  Tinnitus  Association,  Better  Hearing  Institute,  Hearing 
Industries  Association,  American  Speech-Language-Hearing  Association, 
and  the  Deafness  Research  Foundation. 

The  congressional  staffs  were  warm,  enthusiastic,  and  receptive  to  the 
group's  message  -  the  need  for  expanded  development  of  research  and  training 
for  the  NIDCD.  Of  particular  interest  to  the  staff  was  the  opportunity  to  speak 
directly  with  individuals  afflicted  with  these  disorders. 

We  were  delighted  to  meet  Alyson  Azodeh,  who  is  profoundly  hearing- 
impaired,  of  Senator  J.  Bennett  Johnston's  office.  Senator  Johnston  (D-LA)  has 
been  instrumental  in  organizing  staff  signing  lessons,  and  in  bringing  aware¬ 
ness  and  sensitivity  to  his  Washington  office  about  issues  affecting  deaf 
persons  in  America. 

As  an  exhausted, but  satisfied ,  group  disbanded  to  return  to  their  respec¬ 
tive  daily  routines,  one  person  commented,  “It  is  a  wonderful  tribute  to  our 
democratic  system  that  an  individual  can  walk  into  any  congressional  office  in 
Washington,  and  be  heard.  It  is  evident  that  if  we  all  band  together  as  a  unit,, 
we  can  effect  significant  changes  in  the  communicative  disorders  field  for 
ourselves  and  for  our  children."

The  NIDCD  Appoints  Advisory  Board  and  Advisory  Council 

NIDCD  is  one  of  a  few  Institutes  at  the  National  Institutes  of 
Health  that  has  both  an  Advisory  Board  and  an  Advisory  Council. 
Each  of  these  entities  has  specific  responsibilities. 

The  Advisory  Board  is  charged  with  setting  long  range  plans 
and  directives  for  the  Institute.  It  reviews  and  evaluates  the  imple¬ 
mentation  of  the  national  strategic  research  plan  which  was  devel¬ 
oped  in  January,  1989  by  a  Thsk  Fbrce  (comprised  of  200  specialists 
in  the  various  fields)  under  the  purview  of  die  new  Institute.  The 
Board  also  advises  and  makes  recommendations  to  the  appropri¬ 
ate  members  of  Congress  and  government  administrators. 

The  Advisory  Council  is  charged  with  evaluating  research 
grants  and  programs,  and  providing  recommendations  for  the 
implementation  of  Uiose  programs  in  coi\junction  with  the  goals 
and  priorities  set  forth  by  the  Board. 

The  Advisory  Board  and  Council  may  each  have  18  members: 

12  members  are  scientists,  physicians,  educators,  or  other  health 
professionals  who  have  shown  outstanding  leadership  in  their 
fields;  6  members  are  from  the  general  public  and  are  knowledgable 
about  different  aspects  of  the  communication  disorders  field. 

Both  groups  draw  from  the  most  qualified  people  in  our  coun¬ 
try,  and  were  selected  from  hundreds  of  applications  received 
from  the  medical,  scientific,  professional,  voluntary,  and  lay  com¬ 
munities.  Persons  were  chosen,  not  only  for  their  expertise  in  a 
specific  communication  disorders  field,  but  also  to  provide  for  bal¬ 
ance  in  geograpliic  distribution  and  minority  representation. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Advisory  Board  was  held  on  June  26, 
1989,  and  Geraldine  Dietz  Fox  was  elected  its  first  Chairperson.  The 
Advisory  Council  had  its  premier  meeting  on  September  18, 1989.

Friends  of  NIDCD  experienced  immense  growth  during  1989!  By  the 
time  we  testified  before  Congress,  244  organizations,  schools,  and  agencies 
(representing  2Vz  million  people)  joined  our  group  in  support  of  expanded 
development  of  research  and  training  for  the  National  Institute  on  Deafness 
and  Other  Communication  Disorders. 

Throughout  the  year,  thousands  of  persons  (physicians,  professionals, 
parents  of  children  with  communicative  disorders,  teachers,  volunteers, 
senior  citizens,  and  individuals)  wrote  letters,  visited,  or  sent  telegrams  to 
their  congressional  leaders. 

The  success  of  this  united  effort  was  noted  when  the  NIDCD  was 
awarded  an  unprecedented  $119  million  for  FY’90. 

I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  each  and  every  one  of  you.  Your 
willingness  to  join  with  others  to  promote  finding  the  causes,  preventions, 
and  cures  of  deafness  and  other  communication  disorders  has  made  all  the 
difference! 

We  have  a  long  road  ahead  and  much  left  to  accomplish;  but  we  accept 
these  challenges,  knowing  that  great  achievements  are  possible  when  people 
band  together  to  reach  a  common  goal.
